Just as in a democracy it is the people's right to know, it is the job 
of the news media to point out. Radio newscasting serves a special need in 
most communities today by providing a different viewpoint from the newspaper, 
since only one newspaper is available in nearly all communities today. The 
right to alter or kill a newstory is still one of many unsolved problems in 
this field and will continue to be controversial; 

Jerry then played taped excerpts of radio bloopers which were hilarious. 
Most of these bloopers were made by WMI announcers and were pure gems.

February 13, Program - Dr. Marilyn Mclvor, Case Work Supervisor for the Linn County 
Probation Office spoke to us regarding the situation with delinquent juveniles in the 
Cedar Rapids area. Dr. Mclvor came across as a person completely dedicated to this 
work, a work that contains more that the usual amount of frustrations and defeats 
and with no sure measurement of success. 

The number of cases brought to the Probation Office increased to 1899 during 1973. 
Of these cases one-third were girls. The average age was 14 and is steadily drop- 
ping from year to year. These cases involve more serious crimes now than in the 
past; crimes such as larceny, grand larceny, breaking and: entering, vandalism, etc. 
Also, there has been a significatnt increase in the use of hard drugs which does 
not include alcohol and marijuana. 

Dr. Mclvor feels strongly that better facilities are required in Linn County for 
the treatment of these children. The idea that foster parents will be able to take 
care of these cases just isn't practical and the other extreme, that of jailing 
the children is unacceptable. These points were brought out in an actual case study 
of a young boy described to us. What is required? Other than more facilities we 
all must show more interest and concern. One way is to become a volunteer to 
assist in this area. If you are interested in this possibility, you should phone 
Dr. Mclvor and offer your services. 

February 20, Program .- Leo Pas da, manager of the Cedar Rapids Astros Baseball club 
will speak to us. 

Presenta t i o n - Executives of the Keyline Freight Co., representing the Darling 
Family Foundation officially presented the club with a check for $1000 to further 
our work with juveniles. It was appropriate that this presentation was made the 
same day that we had the fine program with regards to juvenile delinquents. 

Hew Members - Three fine new members were installed last Wednesday: 

Alan Mclvor - Al is Scotch and plays scotch music on a bagpipe. Maybe he can 
accompany our Kiwanis quartet some afternoon. 

Rich Sieward - Rich has hobbies of motorcycling and playing bridge and was 
immediately signed up for the Inter-club Olympics by alert Ken Hunter as a bridge 
player, 

Bud Southward - Bud listed his hobbies in a priority sequence but Ken Hunter was 
unable to fit his favorite hobby into one of the events in the Olympics. Maybe 
next year we can broaden the Olympics to Include Bud's favorite. 

In addition, Bob Roberts was reinstated as a member. It was amazing to listen to 
all of Bob's activities on the state and local level. Bob is currently a member of 
our Kiwanis quartet and is probably that on-tune voice that we hear once in a while. 

Olympl cs - As noted above, Ken Hunter is still looking for volunteers to take part 
in the Service Club Olympics. He managed to get a few unvoluntary volunteers 
last Wednesday but there are still some events that have to be filled.

Ann iversaries - In his supreme effort never to be scooped again, we now find 
that Bob (Scoop) Rush has been turning in anniversaries and welfare reports on 
non-existent menfcers.

February 26, Program - Two representatives of the American Cancer Society, 
Mrs . Sara wen anil Dr . James Stiles brought the club up to date regarding the 
problem of cancer in the United States. Emphasizing the hopeful side of this 
dreaded disease, it was pointed out that one-third of all cancer victims are 
now recovering through treatment and one-third of cancer victims could re- 
cover if their disease were diagnosed early enough through periodic physical 
examinations . 

Surgery is still the "keystone" of cancer treatment according to Dr. Stiles, 
but the use of newly developed drugs is becoming more effective as a remedy, 
usually after the source of the cancer has been removed. Immunal research is 
now being performed to a large extent. This deals with the ability of the body 
to normally prevent cancer cells from forming without medication.

1. Annual physical check-up 

2. Learning the seven warning signals of cancer 

3. No smoking

During the question period following the presentation, it became apparent 
that the fact that the referendum does not include details of the franchise 
may cause some voters to take a negative view of the referendum. All in 
all, another current and well presented program.

March 13, Program - The state of the City of Cedar Rapids is healthy and growing 
according to Harold Ewoldt our speaker last Wednesday. Representing the Chamber of 
Commerce, Harold discussed the changing scene in Cedar Rapids, a city which was com- 
pared to a living organism - one that is always in transition. 

"1973 was a good year for the economy of the city; 

- Average income was $4235 per capita. 

- Average income per household was $12,336. 

- Effective income for the city was $472 million. 

- Retail sales were at the $39 7 million level. 

- 50 per cent of the wage earners were at the $10,000 
level or higher. 

- There were 2300 newcomer families. 

The most important event in 1974, according to Harold, was the approval of the air- 
port bond issue. It was important for these reasons: 

1. It was a result of a cooperative effort by both labor 
and management groups. 

2. Further deterioration of the airport would have had 
adverse effects on business and employment. 

3. It ended a series of bond proposal defeats at the voting 
place. A series which if continued, would have been 
demoralizing to the city planners. 

1974 will be a great year in Cedar Rapids provided the raw material and the trans- 
portation facilities are available. Heating fuel is a problem for new enterprises 
but commercial building starts and expansions are at the highest level in the history 
of Cedar Rapids. 

Many other points were brought forth to reinforce the idea that 1974 will be as good 
as or better than 1973. 

March 20, Program - A speaker from the Carrollton Lake Side Alcoholism Center will 
present the program to us-. 

Kiwanis Quartet - The really big event of Wednesday's meeting was the performance of 
that stentorian tintinnabulation of bell-like cacophony, the Kiwanis Keystones. 
Performing for our assemblage after a limited engatement at the YKCA, this quadruple 
company of "minnesingers", regaled the audiophiles with choral renditions of old 
favorite concert scores. It is one of the grave injustices of our era to learn that 
this group was awarded only fourth place in the recent Olympics.

April 3, Program - Cedar Rapids Mayor Don Caimey stood forth before our Kiwanis 
meeting and answered all questions ranging from the reason for the large "waste- 
baskets" in front of the Roosevelt Hotel to the establishment of priorities for 
capital programs in the city. Confident and at ease before our group, the mayor 
gave answers that indicated he is in control of his job and in touch with the 
municipal governmental problems in Cedar Rapids. 

Some points: 

A large committee is presently investigating the Convention Hall 
program. This committee will report to Mayor Canney in the near 
future with recommendations regarding the construction of the Con- 
vention Hall complex as well as the financing. 
The heavy waste paper baskets (0. Lawrence's question) are for 
planting trees. 

There are approximately 1000 people employed in the city government 
and some are receiving less pay than they should. With the ceiling 
put on expenditures by the 30 mil property tax levey limitation, 
there is no way that the city council can raise the price of the 
Services the city provides to cover the increase in wages needed to 
offset these inequities in wages. Mayor Canney thinks we are just 
seeing the start of problems with collective bargaining of city 
employes. Mayor Canney remains in favor of collective bargaining 
for public employes. 

The gasoline allocation for the city is now set at 62,857 gallons 
per month, even though the city has never used over 48,000 gallons 
in any month. 

He will refer the operation of the traffic light on Mt. Vernon Rd. 
and 38th Street to the public safety commissioner (another 0. 
Lawrence question).

1. Storm Sewers

Center and Foundation II described these two areas to us at last Wednesday's 
meeting.

The 1974 legislative session was different from most of the past sessions in that the 
State was faced with a revenue surplus of between $150 and $200 million. Each state 
agency wanted its fair share of this surplus because of the austerity budgets these 
agencies were operating under during the previous year. So, even though the state 
agencies operate under a biennial budget, the legislature found itself in a rebudget- 
ing position. 

The legislature was also presented with a 44 point proposal by Governor Ray which 
included the proposed repeal of sales tax on food and prescription drugs; a proposal 
which had been originally advocated by the Democrats. At the end of the session, 33 
of the 44 points had been adopted. 

Frank Nye is disturbed by some of the actions taken by the legislature to bypass in 
one instance the Governor's veto and in another instance a constitutional procedure. 
He feels that these new tactics are of questionable legality. 

Frank also described and discussed other events of what he feels was a most productive 
session. It is always a pleasure to have Frank address our group in what we hope will 
be an annual event*

Mr. Paul Darling, vice-president of marketing for Iowa National Mutual 
Insurance Co., presented a program dealing with "no fault" automobile 
Insurance. No fault auto insurance was first instituted in the state 
of Massachusetts and is now in effect in various forms in approximately 
19 states. The Federal Statute, Senate Bill #354, has passed the 
senate and is now pending in the House of Representatives with passage 
doubtful for this session. 

While some states have particular local problems that could cause no 
fault insurance to have some advantages, Mr, Darling felt that Iowa does 
not need the no fault type of coverage at this time. This was verified 
by the charts of statistical data shown by Mr. Darling. 

It was also interesting to note that all of the states that presently 
have no fault insurance carry some maximum level beyond which the in- 
jured party may proceed to recover damages from the other person's insur- 
ance company. This maximum level varies from $500 to $1900 depending on 
the state. So, really the "no fault" term is misleading. 

Duane Kurrelmeyer brought this fine program to us.

A ugu st 28 Program - We were honored to have as our speaker last week Mr, Tregg 
Saxagaard, the father-in-law of Dick Landis. Mr, Saxagaard, who is visiting 
our area from Norway, spoke to us first about the status of service clubs in 
Oslo and then discussed with us the current happenings in the political and 
social areas of Norway, 

Mr. Saxagaard is a graduate engineer and is recognized as an expert in the area 
of asphalt engineering, an. occupation he has been active in for over 41 years. 
He was born in Norway above the Arctic Circle and is the past president of one 
of the Lions Clubs in Oslo. 

With regards to service clubs in Oslo: The service clubs meet in the evening 
usually on a monthly or semi-monthly basis with no meetings during July or 
August, The meetings consist of committee reports, a speaker and then a supper. 
Although the meetings are held only on a monthly basis, there are plenty of 
activities in which the club engages outside of the meetings. A listing of 
current activities was given by Mr. Saxagaard and it was very impressive. 

With regards to Norway: Norway comprises an area of approximately 125,000 square 
miles of which 72% is bare mountain range and 25% is forestland. The 4 million 
inhabitants are located on the remaining 3% of the area. The parliament is 
elected every four years and consists primarily of the Labor-socialists party and 
the Conservative-liberal party. There is a 20% sales tax, a "steep" income tax 
and a high property tax; all of which are required to generate the funds for the 
extensive social welfare programs of Norway such as free medical and dental care, 
free schooling through college and government financed pension programs, to list 
a few. 

This was a fine program and we thank Dick Landis for making it possible for us. 

September 4 Program - Rev. Russell Striffler, the Director of Chaplaincy at 
St. Luke's Hospital, will speak about "Death with Dignity". This program will 
describe the problems of the patient and family when the illness is terminal. 
Some questions to be discussed are - "Should the patients life be prolonged?",

September 4, Program - The program presented at last Wednesday's meeting was probably the 
most profound that we have had the pleasure to hear for a long time. 

"Death with Dignity" - This phrase becomes a most serious thought for all of us to contemplate. 
Our speaker, Rev, Russell Striffler, Director of Chaplaincy at St. Lukes Hospital, has given 
this phrase considerable personal attention during his 26 years experience with individuals 
facing imminent death during his career as chaplain in various institutions. His thoughts, 
as expressed to us, show the amount of contemplation he has given to this problem of 
"Death with Dignity". 

Although Rev. Striffler realizes and understands that to the entire medical force of the 
hospital death becomes an enemy that must be overcome at any cost, he feels that there is a- _ 
point beyond which the treatment which extends the life of the termianl patient should be 
discontinued so that the patient can die in peace and, if possible, without pain. To keep a 
person "living" by means that are extraordinary when there is no hope for recovery, is im- 
proper to Rev. Striffler. This opinion is shared by a majority of the clergy and is supported 
officially by documents issued by the hierarchy of various Christian denominations. 

Termianl patients should be told the tmth of their condition. Rev. Striffler' s experience 
shows that it serves no useful purpose to hide this information from them, and that this 
knowledge makes it much easier for the patient, his family and his friends to relate together 
bravely, even with this frightening specter in the background. To pretend that the patient 
will become better again when the opposite truth is known is a farce and is deceitful. 

As stated before, this was a thought-provoking program. We thank Rev. Striffler for speaking 
to us and we thank Bob Armstrong for making this program possible. It was pleasing to see 
the large attendance at this program. 

September 11, Program - Dr. Robert J. Barry will speak to us regarding "Venereal Disease". 
Dr. Barry graduated from the University of Iowa in 19 73 and now practices in Cedar Rapids. 

October 2 - The installation of new officers will take place on the evening of October 2 at 
the annual dinner meeting. We are bringing a special speaker, Dr. Wilbur Schaeffer PhD, from 
Kansas City for this program. As noted in the District convention brochure, "Dr. Schaeffer 
is a noted authority on nuclear energy ind the energy crisis. His forte is spicing the 
problems and opportunities of the day with delightful humor". 

Dr. Schaeffer spoke to the Kiwnais district convention and everyone at the convention was 
tremendously impressed by his presentation. We are contracting to bring him here at 
considerable expense but we feel that his terrific program will be worth the cost. 

The meeting will probably be held at the Longbranch supper club, but the final arrangements 
have not been made yet. Be sure that you and your wife reserve this evening for what plans 
to be an exceptionally fine evening.

Disease" "at last Wednesday's meeting. Dr. Barry, a recent graduate from the 
University of Iowa Medical School and a native of Cedar Rapids, now specializes 
in the practice of Dermatology here in his home town. 

The problem of venereal disease is becoming serious throughout the country and 
that includes Cedar Rapids.

The number of cases has increased 
from 127 in 1973 (year ending August) to 220 in 1974 with only an estimated 25% 
of the cases being reported. 

Dr. Barry then went on to describe the various types of venereal disease and the 
problems that the health officials are encountering in the areas of prevention 
and treatment. One important point mentioned was that the age of the victims of 
these diseases has been dropping steadily until it is common for 12-13 year old 
children to require treatment. 

Again, we thank Dr. Barry for this interesting program and we thank Bob Armstrong 
for bringing this program to us.
